On  Tuesday  next,  May  30th, 
the  grateful  living  all  over  our 
land  will  do  honor  to  the  memory 
of  the  brave  and  gallant  dead  :

and  gave  their  lives  that  it  might 
live.  All  the  officers  and  pri- 
vates in  our  late  civil  war  went 
from  loved  homes,  from  their  pur- 
suits of  business,  separated  from 
strong  social  ties,  and  laid  all  upon 
their  country's  nltar. 

It  is  meet  and  proper,  that  the 
long  lines  of  surviving  veterans 
composing  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  should  annually 
acknowledge  the  debt  they  owe 
to  their  fallen  comrades:  and, 
amid  the  solemn  strains  of  mar- 
tial music,  and  muffled  drum, 
with  appropriate  addresses  and 
with  uncovered  heads,  in  rever- 
ence strew  choicest  flowers  upon 
each  soldier's  grave.

He  wan  only  a  philoM.pher  in  that  an- 
cioal  »eo»c  in  wbirh  Ilia  frieod  AlcoU 
■till  offers  a  fainter  adumbra 
mission  w-ns  lo  (it,  like  Soer 
fteatb  the  plane-trees  and  oflcr  profouud 
and  beautiful  i phoriama,  without 
the  vague  thread  of  ihe  Soorntic  method 
to  lie  them  together.  Lore,  ood  ooly 
once,  in  hia  life  he  seemed  lo  be  ap- 
proaching the  attitude  ol  coutinoue 
alysis,  namely,  in  hia  coiirso  of  lectures 
on  "Tho  Natural  Method  of  Intclli 
utal  Iliilosophy,"  gi.cn  iu  I8."i8 
thereabouts ;  the  liindumcntal  prnpo- 
rition  of  these  lectures  being  lhat  "ev. 
ery  law  of  oaluro  i»  a  law  of  mind," 
and  all  malcriul  law  sure  symbolic  state-

Yet  II  may  be  fcarlcsily  said  ihul, 
within  the  limits  ol  u  single  scntenco, 
no  mau  who  over  wrotn  the  Kuglisb 
tongue  has  put  moro  manning  iuto  words 
than  Kn.ersou.  In  his  hiiods,  to  adopt 
Hen  Joboson'fc  vigorous  phrase,  ''words 
arc  rammed  with  thought."  No  one 
hta  reverenced  the  divioo  art  ot  speech 
moro  than  Kmerton,  or  practiced  it 
more  uohly.  "Tho  Greeks,  "lie  once  said 
inau  unpublished  lecture,  "anticipated 
by  their  very  laoguagc  what  tho  best  oru- 
tur  could  say ;"  uud  ueilhcr  (iroek  pre- 
cision nor  Itoninu  vigor  could  produce 
a  phrase  ihul  Kmersou  could  uot  match. 
Who  stauds  in  nil  litcrnturc  as  the 
master  of  condensation  il  not  Tacitus? 
Yet  Kmerton,  in  bis  speech  nt  the  aali- 
Kaosas  meeting  iu  Cumbridge,  quoted 
thnt  celebrated  remark  by  Tucitns  wheu 
mcntioniug  tbut  the  effigies  ol  Brutus 
and  Cusaiua  were  nol  curried  at  a  cer- 
tain stale  luncral ;  and,  iu  translating  il, 
bettered  tbo  origioal.  Tho  indigonol 
phrase  of  Tacitus  is,  "Ko  ipso  prix-iul- 
gcbaot  quia  uon  vlscbautur,"  thus 
giving  n  grnod  moral  lesson  in  six 
words;  bntKmcrson  giver  it  iu  Ave, and 
translates  it,  even  more  powerfully : 
"They  glared  through  their  absences." 
Look  through  nil  Kmcreoo's  writiogs, 
■nd  then  consider  whether  in  nil  litera- 
ture you  can  find  n  man  who  has  better 
fulfilled  thut  aspiration  slated  in  sucb 
coudensed  words  by  Joubcrl,  "to  putu 
wbolc  book  into  a  pugc,  a  w  hole  pugc 
into  n  phrnsc,  aud  that  phrase  into  n 
word."  After  nil,  it  is  phrases  aud 
words  won  like  this  which  gives  im- 
mortality. Aod  if  you  say  thut,  never- 
theless, this  is  uolhiug,  so  loug  as  au 
nutlior.hao  not  given  us  a  system  of  the 
universe,  it  can  only  be  mid  thut  Km- 
erton never  desired  lo  do  this, but  left  on 
record  the  opinion  luut  "it  is  too  young 
by  some  ngos  yet  to  form  n  creed." 

The  system-inukcrs  have  their  plm-c. 
no  doubt ;  but  when  we  consider  how- 
many  of  them  have  risen  and  fallen 
since  Kmcrson  begnu  lo  write— Cole- 
ridge, Schclling,  Cousin,  Comic,  Mill, 
and  so  ou  duwn  to  the  Hegel  ofycsler- 
and  the  Spcuccr  of  to-day — it  is  really 
tvidcut  Ibut  Ibc  absence  ol  a  system 
cannot  prove  muc'n  more  short-lived 
thau  the  possrssiuo  ol  that  commodity.

These  reports  ore  ihe  basis  ol  our  kuow- 
ledge  aod  opinions,  aud  if  the  public 
has  a  right  to  demand  aoytbiug  ol 
newt|m|KT  it  is  that  its  reports  of  what 
occurs  shall  be  luiihfnlly  accurate, 
prejudiced  aud  colorless.  They  ought 
nol  to  be  editorials,  or  the  vehii-lcs 
personal  opiu  ion  and  let-ling.  The  i 
terprctatiou  of  Ibe  facts  they  give  should 
be  left  to  the  editor  and  the  public. 
There  should  be  a  shnrp  liac  drown  be- 
tween the  report  aad  the  editorial.  To 
be  both  stupid  and  inuccurulc  ia  Ihe  un- 
pardonable sin  iu  journalism.  Report- 
ing requires  aa  high  ability  aa  editorial 
ariting ;  |>erhaps  of  a  diffvreut  kind, 
though  In  tlw  history  of  Auicrics 
julimalism  the  beat  reporters  have  ofti 
become  the  best  editors.  Talent  ol  this 
kiad  must  be  adequately  paii 
happens  that  in  America  tbc  reporting 
field  ia  io  last  thnt  lew  jourouli 
lord  to  make  the  reporting  department 
corrcepond  io  uhillly  to  .ho  editorial, 
aod  I  doubt  ii  ibe  importance  of  doing 
ao  is  yet  fully  realized.  Au  intelligent 
and  representative  synopsis  of  a  lecture 
or  uther  public  performance  Is  ran' 
The  ability  ><i  grasp  a  speaker's  mean- 
ing, or  to  follow  a  long  disi-ourse,  and 
rcprodni-c  either  in  spirit  and  fairly 
a  ahart  space  is  nnt  common.  WI 
the  public,  which  has  Iwen  present, 
reads  the  luaivurate  rejiort  It  loses 
lidencc  in  the  newspaper. 

The  editorials  of  our  journals  seem 
to  me  better  than  formerly,  improied 
tone,  in  courtesy,  io  aelf-respeet- 
though  you  may  not  have  lo  go  far 
search  long  for  the  provincial  Dole  at 
the  easy  grace  o(  tlic  frontier — aud  ihey 
are  belter  written.  This  is  because  the 
ncwapa|ier  bus  become  more  profitable 
aod  is  able  to  pay  for  talent,  and  has 
attracted  lo  il  educated  young  men. 
There  is  a  sort  of  editorial  ability,  ol  fa- 
cility, of  torcc,  that  can  only  be  acquir- 
ed by  practice,  and  in  the  newspaper 
office  ;  oo  •chool  can  ever  leach  II ;  but 
the  youog  editor  who  has  a  broad  basis 
of  general  education,  of  information  in 
history,  |wlitirn,l  economy,  the  classics, 
and  polite  literature,  has  au  Immense 
advaulagc  over  the  ninn  who  has  mere- 
ly practical  experience.  F.-r  the  edi- 
torial, if  it  is  to  bold  its  place,  must  be 
more  aod  more  the  product  ot  informa- 
tion, culture  nrd  reflection,  as  well  as 
of  sagacity  aod  alertness.  Igaorauce 
of  foreign  affairs,  aod  of  economic 
science,  Ibc  Americau  people  have  in 
times  past  wioked  al,  but  thoy  will  not 
always  wink  at  it. 

There  is   an   editorial    tradition -it 
might  almost  be  termed  n  superstition — 
which  I  think  will  have  lo   be  aban- 
doned.   It  is  that  a  certain  space  in  the 
jouroal  must  be  filled  with  cdilorial.ond 
that  some  ofthe  editorials  must  be  long, 
without  any  rcierence  lo  the  newt  or  the 
necessity  of  comment  on  it,  or  the  ca- 
pacity of  the  editor  al  the  monicut  to  till 
tbc  space  with  origioal  matter  that  is 
readable.    There  is  the  sacred  space, 
aod  it  must  be  filled.    The  l^indon 
journals  are  perfect  typos  of  tbia  cus- 
tom.   The  result  is  ofien  u 
pugc  of  words  nnd  rhetoric.    It  t 
good  rhetoric,  hut  lifo  is  too  si 
so  much  of  it.    Tho  necessity 
iag  this  space  causes  the  writer, 
ad  of  stating  his  idea  in  the  sborlest

oj  during  Mr.  Lincoln's  administration 
delivered  two  lectures   recently  before 
the  students  of  the   State   I  nivcrtity 
at  Topcka,Knu.,  concerning  tbati 
fill  period  of  the  Nation's  history,  nnd 
the  eburacter  and  services  nf  the  M 
lyr  Prcsidoot. 

Tho  following  extracts  therefrom 
of  no  littln  iutercst :

Grunt  wus  always  an  eogima  to  Lin 
celu,  as  indeed  it  may  be  said  he 
always  been  to  tbn  American  people — 
and  ha  oever  could  quile  understand 
bun.  Wheu  bia  other  generals 
constautly  tolegraphing  for  men 
ammunition  und  supplies  ol  all  kiuds, 
Grant  uever  bothered  the  administra- 
tion about  auytbiog  aud  Lincoln 
aoxioos  lo  know  about  It ;  so  ho 
to  (Irani  nod  asked  him  if  there 
uuythiog  he  wauled  and  il  there  w 
tend  lor  it.  Grant  replied  that  if  he 
had  a  few  more  men  be  could  uao  them 
to  udvautagc,  and  that  the  reatjn  he 
wiiso't  alwaye  bothering  tho  Guv 
mcnt  al  Washington  was,  because 
thought  they  hud  enough  trouble 
their  bunds.  Bui  to  tbn  story  about 
Graut  uud  his  llruiuuiiot-gcccral's 
mission  i  11c  was  callod  lo  Washing- 
ton to  receive  the  commission  nod  the 
President  had  culled  u  aiectiog  of  the 
Calii net.  Comlug  from  the  field  G 
was  uol  very  elaborately  drcttod,  so  he 
bought  a  suit  ol  clothes  lor  Ibe 
slon — regular  hund-nic-dotvna,  worth 
probably  $o5.  Tbcclntl.es  didn't 
but  tlml  dldn'l  worry  Grant  al  all, 
he  bestowed  as  few  thoughts  upon  what 
be  wore  as  any  mau  In  tbc  army. 
Cabinet  meeting  was  beld  aud  Grant 
was  presaut.  The  President  mi 
liUlc  speech  aud  handed  Gruul  bit 
missiou.  The  latter  rose  to  reply  aud 
lenniug  upon  a  chair,  began  bii 
spouse,  lie  Inul  evidently  not  studied 
it  thoroughly,  lor  ho  balled  and  olam- 
raercd  nud  nt  last,  finding  his  memory 
la'ling  blm  altogether,  bo  dived  into 
tido  coal-pocket  and  fished  out  bis  ma 
uscript.  Although  he  bad  recited 
abouthalfof  il,  be  began  at  the  first 
and  rend  tbc  wliole  thing  through  and 
Iheu  sal  down,  uneasy,  embarrassed 
aud  wishing  probably  that  all  a 
makiog  was  wbcre  tbo  Confederacy 
soon  would  be.  While  the  scene  io 
measure  was  ridiculous,  nobody  felt 
like  laughing — the  times  were  toe 
rious  ;  yet  the  iocident,  sflerwardr 
culled,  has  doubtless  provoked  ma 
>.  Grant  is  a  fluent  man  uoi 
he  was  then,  and  it  was  a  painful 
position  for  him  lo  be  placed  ia  ;  yet  bo 
thought  be  ought  to  suy  somctbiag  to 
bis  appreciation  of  the  new  hooor 
they  had  coofcrred.

Stanton  wns  a  m 
urcea,  ol  grent  executire  ability,  aod 
could  hardly  have  beeo  aparod  from  the 
War  Departmeat.      lie  was  very  nn- 
ilsr,  aod  in  fact  it  may  be  said  he 
hated.    He  was  morose  aod  uncivil, 
though  tbo  speaker  did  not  think  bo 
ever  Intended  to  be.      He  \ 
oil,  aud  that  of  course  accounted  for 
grent  many  of  bis  actions.    1  Io  nevoi 
engaged  In  free  and  easy  conversation, 
He  was  nn  accomplished  lawyer,  ant 
had  tho  laculty  of  expressing  his  vicwi 
and  opinious  with  a  precision  and  force 
rarely  equalled.    Tbn  written  roqm 
Of  Mr.  Llncolu  he  would  sometimes, 
after  reading,  rend  to  pice**,  and  throw 
them  oa  the  floor,  or  in  ihe  face  of  tlw 
bearer,  and  then  rudely  deny  tin 
quest.

There  were  never  but 
two  questiooi  brought  before  tho  Cabi- 
net, and  one  of  them  w  hs  the  learful 
massacre  nl  Fort  Pillow.  Mr.  Llneoli 
was  vory  much  iu  earnest  nhout  the  mat- 
ter, and  retalatory  measures 
ed  of,  but  never  resorted  to, 
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an  oMinoi  ot-  iiaiXkok, 

After  llalicck  had  been  withdrawn 
from  tin-  field,  he  was  kept  nl  Washing- 
ton by  Mr.  Lincolu  and  was  In  nod 
around  the  While  House  all  the  time, 
"Ho  was,"  said  dudgo  I'sher,  "a  great, 
big,  clever,  intelligent  clerk."

Wo  tear  the  effect  will  be 
lisagreeable.  Il  would  have  1k»ou  hol- 
er to  try  tbo  now  policy  nf  conciliation 
slthont  this  additioo.  As  we  under- 
staod  Mr.Gladstono,  be  trusts  ouly  In 
remedial  legislation  lo  pacify  Ireland. 
TkiUlttosay.  ho  rocognlros  iho  fact 
that  Ireland  has  aore  grievances  which 
diould  bo  rcmodied.  Meanwhile  ho 
feels  obliged  to  adopt  extraordinary 
measures  to  knep  tho  peace  und  repress 
disorder.  Why  docs  ha  thiuk  these 
extraordinary  measures  oecesanry?  He 
haa  triad  tho  policy  of  cocrcino— the 
Arbitrary  arrest  aod  imprisonment  o! 
suspected  persons.  Thai  did  no  good 
whatever.  The  result  was  nn  liiercasn 
of  disorder  nnd  outrage.  The  coercion 
policy  was  a  failure,  and  It  was  dlscnu 
tinned.  Why,  then,  lire  these  new  re- 
pressive measures  brought  In?  Clearly 
becniiae  pf  Ihe  murder  ol  Cavoodiah  nud 
Bnrke  Bnt  the  Triah  people,  hy  tbolr 
representatives,  have  donouucod  these 
murders  In  tho  mott  otrnest  manner. 
Thoy  cannot  be  held  responsible  far 
them.  They  have  shown  a  rcinerkii. 
ble  dctiro  lo  (arret  out  the  murderers. 
Thore  it  no  reason  to  distrust  tho  aclloti 
Irish  jury  If  lliesc  murderers 
could  be  brought  bofora  one.  Yet,  if 
these  murders  hsd  not  been  committed, 
these  new  repressive  measures  would 
not  havo  been  adopted.  That  indleatsa 
that  these  four  unkaown  murderers, 
who  are  repudiated  by  the  Irish  peoplo, 
have  had  more  Influonco  on  tbo  govern- 
ment policy  for  Ireland  tbnu  the  mass 
of  the  |icople  themselves.  Wa  regret 
that  tbe  government  considered  such 
action  necessary  to  maintain  order  in 
Ireland  or  Its  powor  io  Kuglnnd.  Il 
would  have  tnken  a  stronger,  mure  dig- 
nified, wiser  attitude  if  it  bad  trusted  to 
the  law  In  its  ardiuary  course,  taking 
Iho  Irish  people  nt  their  word,  aud  ask- 
ing their  cooperation  in  behalf  ol  law 
and  order.  We  do  not  anticipate  that 
real  injustice  will  bo  done.  Trial  by 
jury  Is  not  the  only  wajr  ol  golting  jnt- 
tice.  But  we  dread  the  cfl'ect  on  the 
peoplo  who  foel  tbnt  thoy  are  nn  longer 
trusted.

There  ure  now  on  the 
Westboro  estate  three  family  houses, 
each  being  arranged  for  ihe  accommo- 
dattoa  of  not  less  lhan  ^>  boy*,  with 
iple  room  lor  the  erection  of  »  fourth, 
il  needed,  without  in  nnv  wny  interfe- 
ring n  ith  the  use  of  the  entire  tutiin 
building  for  other  w  ards  of  the  stale. 
Il  is  unnecessary  to  purcha-*  land  for  a 
building,  and  it  would  coal  ihe 
state  fat  less  to  erect  a  suitable  build- 
ing than  the  removal  of  the  school  to 
Lancaster  wwukl  involve.  But  even 
should  it  be  deemed  best  to  continue 
the  use  of  Ihe  old  part  of  the  main 
building  for  ihe  school,  this  docs  not 
preclude  the  diversian  of  the  newer  nod 
aiajor  portion  to  other  uses,  for  the 
divisions  are  jo  arranged  thai  they 
may  be  entirely  disconnected. 

The  institution  has  drain  heavily 
upon  the  treasury  ot  the  commonwealth, 
hat  with  a  redaction  in  ihe  number  ut 
inmate*,  and  their  recent  concentra- 
tion in  the  reformatory  department, 
the  current  expenses  have  beec  greatly 
reduced,  and  at  present  are  probably 
not  inordinate.  The  genera]  public 
has  of  late  yean  come  to  regard  the 
school  with  disfavor,  and  in  view  of 
the  disclosures  made  ihroagh  the  pub- 
lic investigations.,  with  due  allowance 
for  exaggeration,  this  is  but  a  natural 
result,  and  popular  confidence  will  be 
regained  slowlv.  Notwithstanding  the 
past  mtsfortaoes  of  the  school  in  its 
mismanagement,  the  records  show  that 
nearly  10  per  cent  of  the  whole  number 
of  bo js  admitted  lo  tie  school  since  it 
was  founded  have  gone  oat  into  the 
world  and  become  industrious  and 
worthy  citizens . 

The  present  superintendent,  Mr.  Jo- 
seph A.  Allen,  assumed  charge  last 
October,  just  after  the  investigation  of 
Mr.  Dooley'*  admmistratioa,  when  the 
school  was  sadly  demoralized  and  its 
fntare  itemed  most  gloomy.  Since  that 
time,  more  than  sixty  of  the  larger 
dots  bate  been  placed  oaUide  with  me- 
chanics and  farmers,  and  thus  far  the 
results  have  justified  the  wisdom  of  this 
polM-y—Opv.

The  ner- 
ves will  always  be  weak  if  tho  greater 
part  of  the  dny  nnd  night  be  passed  in 
close,  ill-ventilated,  and  overheated 
apartments.  The  nerves,  more  than 
the  rest  of  the  body,  to  be  properly 
nourished,  require  n  full  supply  of  oxy- 
geu.  They  will  uot  endure  vitiated 
air,  whether  the  impurities  come  from 
lowers,  gas-lights,  subterranenn  fur- 
uucesor  the  individual's  oivn  person, 
without  mnkiug  an  energetic  protest. 

A  gas-burner  cousuming  lour  cubic 
feet  of  gas  per  hour  produces  more  car- 
bonic acid  in  o  given  time  thnn  is  evol- 
ved from  the  respiration  of  eight  adult 
human  being*.  Bear  this  in  mind,  you 
who  suffer  from  nervousness,  thnt 
w  beu  you  have  shut  yourselves  up 
in  your  rooxs  nnd  lighted  au  nrgand 
burner  (which  consumes  about  twelve 
cubic  leet  of  gas  per  hour),  yon  nre,  to 
all  intents  and  purposes,  immured  with 
twenty-three  other  persons,  all  takins 
oxygen  from  the  atmosphere.  II  is  no 
woudcr  thnt  alter  several  hours  expo- 
sure to  the  depraved  air,  your  nerves 
should  rebel  as  far  ns  their  weak  state 
permit*,  nnd  that  your  bead  should 
nchc,  your  hauds  tremble  aud  that 
your  daughter's  pbiyiug  on  the  piano 
almost  drives  you  w  ild  ? 

An  overheated  apartiueut  always 
enervates  its  occupants.  It  is  uo  un- 
common Ibiug  to  fiud  rooms  bented  in 
wiutcr  by  nn  underground  furnace  up 
to  ninety  degrees.  Figbls  nnd  mur- 
ders arc  more  numerous  in  hot  than  in 
cold  weather,  and  the  artificially  heated 
air  that  rushes  iuto  our  rooms,  depri 
is  of  its  uatural  moisture  by 
the  baking  it  has  uudersouc,  is  even 
more  productive  of  vicious  passions. 
It  is  uo  surprising  circumstance,  there- 
fore, to  fiud  the  woman  who  swelters  all 
day  in  such  a  temperature,  and  ndds  to 
it  ut  night  by  superfluous  bed-clothing, 
cms*  uud  disagreeable  Irom  little 
cvery-dny  troubles  that  would  scarcely 
ruthV  her  temper  if  she  kept  her  rooms 
at  sixty-five  degrees,  uod  opened  ber 
window.,  now  und  llioa. 

Secouit — Rat  plcoiy  of  well-cooked 
and  nourishing  food.  The  nerves  cau- 
lK!  kept  healthy  on  slops.  Gruels, 
paudas,  nud  tens,  nre  well  enough  ia 
their  ony,  but  the  uc.'ves  require  lar 
their  proper  nourishment  uuililuled  nu- 
imal  and  vegetable  tood  ;  as  a  rule,  the 
former  should  predomtuate.  Meat-cat- 
ers are  rarely  troubled  with  nervous- 
ucM-  Americans  cat  more  vegetables 
than  nuy  other  well-to-do  people,  nnd 
they  nre  probably  iho  most  "nervous" 
nation  ou  tho  luce  of  the  earth.

Mr.  Editor 

In  your  issue  of  the  18th  inst  I  no- 
ticed an  Essay,  or  extract  from  an 
Essay,  by  a  Pupil  in  the  High  School, 
which,  although  perhaps  creditable  tc 
a  pupil  of  that  age  as  an  Essay,  is  not

In  a  communication  in  your  paper, 
I  stated  that  information  had  been  re 
fused  me  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  Clerk,  who  is  also  a  member  of 
the  School  Committee,  responds,  not 
Clerk  hut  ott  behalf  of  the  School 
Committee,  and  with'out  denying  the 
charge,  complains  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  information  was  sought,  and 
of  other  things. 
The  gentleman's  statements 
hat  was  done  by  me,  to  obtained  the 
Information,  are,  of  course   made  by 
him  without  personal  knowledge  on  his 
and  while  the  manner  is  of  no 
great    Importance,  he  is  somewhat 
mixed  on  the  facts.  I  requested  Mi 
John  W.  Bailey  to  get  the  information 
from  the  clerk,  and  he  reported  to  me 
stated  in  my  card,  I  then  asked  bim 
find  out  from  some  other  source,  he 
afterwards  reported  to  me  as  coming 
from  Mr.  Geo.  W.  Bailey,(tbc  cous 
I  suppose  who  would  have  nothing 
do  with  such  cunning.)  in  substance, 
that  the  Judge  had  reported  them  as 
all  right. 

Without  leaving  Inference  to  be 
drawn,  I  state  frankly  that  my  motives 
was  to  get  the  opinion  of  the  judge  on 
the  objections  I  raised  at  the  town 
meeting,  which,  it  appears,  the  clerk 
was  determined  I  should  not  have. 

The  said  committee  man  also  states 
that  I  attempted  to  tear  these  by-laws 
to  pieces  and  prevent  their  adoption. 
Those  by-laws  consisted  of  7  or  more 
articles,  and  if  an  objection  to  a  part 
of  one  article  and  a  proposed  change 
of  less  than  six  words  in  another,  was 
tearing  them  to  pieces,  then  his 
statement  is  correct 

That  which  I  did  say  was  fairly  bnt 
not  fully  reported  in  this  paper.  But 
what  if  I  did  attempt  to  tear  them  in 
pieces  ?  was  it  not  my  right  ?  is  it  not 
the  right  of  every  legal  participant  in 
town  meeting,  to  tear,  as  well  as  that 
of  the  gentleman  to  advocate  ?  must 
we  in  awed  silence  ncccpt  any  law 
which  the  School  Committee 
gentleman  design  to  present  for  our 
approval  ?  I  think  not. 

Since  when,  has  it  become  the  duty 
of  the  School  Committee  to  propose 
and  furnish  laws  for  the  town?  who 
authorized  them,  who  made  tbe  bar- 
gain with  tbe  institution  at  Lawrence, 
who  authorized  It,  was  it  done  by 
correspondence,  and  if  so,  why  was  it 
produced?  if  by  a  personal 
n,  by  whom,  and  what  authority, 
who  pays  the  expense,  and  just  wl 
is  the  contract  to  which  the  town 
be  bound? 
stated  that  I  charged  the  School 
Committee  with  taking  a  false  oatb  etc. 
what  I  said  was,  "some  one  mnst  sign 
to  a  certificate,  the 
form  of  which  is  set  fourth  in  the  stat- 
(see  Pub.  Stat.  Chap.  46  sect.  5) 
and  that  if  the  valuation  of  the  town 
more  than  one  million  the  amount 
to  be  received  would  be  $  1 50."  As  to 
the  amount  to  be  received  it  can  be 
seen  that  I  was  right  by  refering  to 
Pub.  Stat.  chap.  43,  sect  3. 

On  the  aand  of  April  of  this  year,  a 
certificate  was  signed  by  two  of  said 
committee  and  sworn  to,  before  Cbas. 
E.Bailey  the  other  of  tbe  committee, 
the  part  of  which  that  is  In  controver- 
sy reads  as  follows:  "And  we  further 
certify  that  said  town  maintained  dur- 
ing said  year  a  high  school  for  the 
benefit  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  tbe 
town  as  required  by  settion  two  of  chap- 
ter forty-four  of  the  Public  Statutes  for 
nine  months  and  five  days",  (the  italics 
are  my  own),  if  Sec.  a  of  Chap.  44  is 
referred  to,  it  will  be  found  to  read  as 
follows:  Such  high  school  shall  be 
kept  for  the  benefit  of  all  tbe  inhabi- 
tants of  the  town  ten  months  at  least  ex- 
clusive of  vacation  in  each  year.

These  by  laws  are  or  should  have 
been  town  records,  the  moment  the/ 
idopted  by  the  town,  and  if  they 
were  and  are  not  among  the  town  rec- 
ords, there  has  been  a  violatian  of  duty 
in  tbe  part  of  the  Town  Clerk,  the 
not  binding  however  until 
approved,  if  they  were  not  approved 
April  aand  last,  then  the  town  had  not 
truant  laws  as  was  also  certified  to. 

The  record  duties  of  the  clerk  are 
defined  in  Stat  a7,  also  penalty  for 
refusal  to  perform  them. 

There  is  not  a  word  in  the  statutes 
that  can  be  construed  Into  giving  the 
School  Committee  control  of  said  laws, 
much  less  making  the  business  belong 
to  them  ;  they  cannot  ev«n  make  i 
complaint  under  the  laws  ;  the  mos 
they  can  do,  is  to  direct  the  truan 
officers  to  inquire  into  cases.  Sect.  1 
requires  them  to  annually  report  t 
the  secretary  of  the  hoard  of  educa- 
tion whether  the  town  has  made  pro- 
vision as  to  truants. 

As  the  School  Committee,  it  seems, 
have  seen  fit  by  one  of  their  number 
into  this  matter,  I  would  like 
them  to  explain  why  Sect.  14  of  Chap. 
44  of  the  statutes  has  not  been  com- 
plied with,  it  provides  that  In  every 
public  school  having  an  average  of  50 
scholars  there  shall  be  employed  an 
assistant.  In  the  last  school  report, 
there  were  two  schools  reported  as 
having  an  average  above  50  for  last 
year,  and  in  these  were 
employed 

Those  by-laws,  if  approved,  are  laws 
to  all  inhabitants  of  this  town,  why 
they  not  published  ?    Why  all  this 
secrecy.

The  town,  as  is  known,  adopted  the 
by-laws,  and  I  shall  not  critisize  them, 
it  as  one  article  as  follows :  "II 
shall  be  tbe  duty  of  every  truant  office! 
previous  to  making  any  complaint  un 
der  these  laws,  to  notify  the  truant  or 
absentee  from  school,  also  bis  pa

mitted and  of  the  penalty,  thereof,  and 
if  tbe  truant  officer  can  obtain  satis 
factory  pledges  for  the  restraint  and 
reformation  of  the  child,  he  may  at  fits 
discretion,  forbear  to  prosecute  so  long 
such  pledges  are  faithfully 
kept"  The  statute  makes  the  truant 
officer  the  sole  person  to  make 
plaint  and  carry  Into  execution  the 
judgment  of  the  court,  and  this  artich 
in  the  by  laws,  gives  him  the  further 
right  to  stop  all  proceedings,  in  short, 
he  is  thus  made  both  officer  and  judge; 
the  slatute  furth.r  provides  that  the 
officer  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any 
fee*  for  service  of  process,  it  can  there 
fore  readily  be  so«n  to  what  tempta- 
tion the  officer  is  exposed.
